Until G eneral Walker has had hi* day in court, 
openly, so that all the Am erican people can know 
exactly what happened, the conclusion must be that 
he has been 
unfairly treated, 
as General 
Billy” 
Mitchell was unfairly treated, as General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur was unfairly treated, as General Patton might 
have been m ore unfairly treated but for public opinion. 
There can be no excuse for im proper treatm ent for men 


in uniform. 


General Walker take* the position: 


“ We are at war. We are infiltrated. We are 


toeing that war every day. 
Are our hands tied, 
yours and mine? We need a substitute for defeat. 
lf tt I* not within the power of this Congress to 
provide it—then the people of these United State*

WASHINGTON—The recent elec­ 
tions knocked Ctyldwaterism rn the 
head in Texas, cut Gov. Rockefeller 
down to size in New- York and New 
Jersey, and showed that Nixon was 
smart in keeping out of the Presi­ 
dential race in '64 But more im­ 
portant than any of these, the elec­ 
tions should affect the future settle­ 
ment of Berlin 
Ever since his very slim election 
victory. Kennedy has been conduct­ 
ing foreign policy with one eye over 
his .shoulder at his Republican op­ 
position The stream of mimeograph 
statements rolled out by Chairman 
William E Miller of the Republican 
National Committee naturally has 
worried him. So have the gibes of 
ex-President 
Eisenhower and ex- 
Vice President Nixon 
In Chicago. Ike issued a veiled 
warning that he would lambaste 
Kennedy as an appeaser if he yield­ 
ed over Berlin.

Time To End A Disturbing Pretense In Berlin 


BERLIN 
The disturbing thing about post­ 
wall Berlin is the lack of clarity. 
Clear Western decisions have evi­ 
dently not been taken, either about 
the right way to deal with the 
Soviets 
salanru-shcmg tactics, or 
about the right of way to respond 
to the profound change wrought 
by the wall. 
The problem of the almost daily 
salami-slicing is urgent, because 
each new slice, however meaning­ 
less. 
spreads 
depression 
and 
alarm among the people of Bertin. 
There is not a shred of evidence 
for the view that free Berlin can 
only survive and flourish if the 
people of the city are imbued 
with a sort of “ Onward. Berlin 
Soldiers” spirit. 
The Berliner* 
love their city. They are deeply 
proud of the rem arkable economic 
and aocial successes they have 
achieved since the war. What free 
Berlin needs in order to survive 
and flourish is not a set of slo­ 
gans 
It is nothing more than a 
sense of security. 
But this sense of security can 
be. and indeed is being, impaired 
by trifles A sm all question, such 
as whether or not U. S. civilian 
official* will show their paper* 
on entering East Berlin, becomes 
a test of will. This one actually 
led to a confrontation of U. S. 
and Soviet tanks. And in the end. 
the Berliners note, the U. S. re­ 
cedes from its original position. 
Some of the difficulty ta clearly 
caused 
by differences 
between 
the Western allies, and even by 
differences among the innumer­ 
able U. S. officials and headquar­ 
ters having some responsibility 
for the Berlin problem. 
Some days ago, for example, a 
U. S. visitor to E ast Berlin was 
held for half an hour by the 
Vopos. the East G erm an puppet 
police 
Orders were then given 
here for the West Berlin police to 
hold a Russian visitor to free 
Berlin for a couple of hours, in 
reprisal. But before they could 
be executed, these locally given 
orders were counterm anded from 
on high, with a citation from a 
warning by the U S. Ambassador 
in Moscow, Llewellyn Thompson,

But this four-power status, un­ 
der which all of Berlin was jointly 
ruled by the occupying powers, 
the Americans, the Soviets, the 
Bhritish. and the French, was bru­ 
tally and unilaterally abrogated 
when the Soviets walled off free 
Berlin. 


It is this crucial point about 


which W estern policy has been 
and still is so unclear. The big, 


brutal fact of the wall, which 
m arks E ast B erlin’s final incor­ 
poration in the Soviet satellite 
em pire, has been passively ac­ 
cepted. But after the revolution- 
ary fact of the wall itself, we 
have gone on trying to assert, 
but quite often failing to assert, 
minor 
W estern 
rights in 
East 
Berlin which have lost all real 
significance in view of the ac­ 
ceptance of the wall. 


In 
short, 
the 
Western 
allies 
have gone on pretending that the 
four-power status is still a real 
thing, although it lost all reality 
when the wall w as put up and no 
one knocked it down 
In these 
circum stances, 
the 
opinion 
is 
gaining around here, and in the 
U. S. Em bassy in Bonn as well, 
that the proper 
riposte to the 
salami tactics is to end the pre­ 
tense concerning the four-power 
statu*.

CHAIN READER — Despite the 
overwhelming volume of papers he 


must peruse and pass on. President 


Kennedy continues to astonish his

His light reading is usually kept 
secret because it was found that 
whenever the name of some book 
was identified as having been read 
by the President. Washington book 
stores experienced immediate de­ 
mand for the volume Some of his 
aides consider this a form of un­ 
fair competition in the book trade 
and are fearful it may cause retalia­ 
tion by a publisher or author whose 
works go unmentioned. 


Kennedy 's ability to read and ab­ 
sorb masses of m aterial is standing 
him in good stead in his personal 
dealings with visiting foreign digni­ 
taries He has been making deep 
and favorable impression on them 
by displaying detailed knowledge at 
them and their countries. 
He has been able to do this by 
reading great numbers af briefing 
papers and reports on the visitor 
and his country and conferring at 
length with informed United States 
officials in advance of the visit. 
Normally, 
a 
visiting 
dignitary 
expects to find his knowledge of 
this country to be much more com­ 
plete than his host's knowledge of a 
small foreign country Kennedy has 
delighted th an by proving this un­ 
true in his case. at least. 


In other words, since the Sov­ 
iets have effectively ended the 
quadnpante occupation of East 
Berlin, 
making 
themselves 
the 
unique occupiers of the unfree 
half (rf the city, it is high time 
to end the four-power status in 
West Berlin as well. It is time to 
aay to the Soviets, in fact; 


“ You have chosen to wall off 
W alter Uibricht's part of Berlin. 
We might have fought about that 
but we did not. But hereafter this 
wall will work two ways. You 
m ay be the unique m asters of 
E ast Berlin, but you have no 
more role in Willy B randt’s free 
Berlin. And your people are not 
going to be adm itted on this side 
of the wail except for one or two 
essential joint activities like the 
air safety center which, after all, 
handles air traffic in corridors 
above the territory occupied by 
your East G erm an puppets.” 


Since the Berlin wall is now’ an 
accepted fact, there is no other 
way to restore W estern bargain­ 
ing power at a future Berlin con­ 
ference except to make the wall 
work two ways 
Otherwise the 
Soviets will be freer than ever to 
apply their usual negotiating rule 
— 
What I have is mine, but 
what you have 
is negotiable ” 
Otherwise, free Berlin will be up 
for grabs at the negotiating table, 
while E ast Berlin behind its wall 
will be ruled out of discussion. 


Such an assertion that the abro­ 
gation of W estern rights in unfree 
Berlin has also abrogated Soviet 
rights in free Berlin, would not 
be free from risk. But since the 
wall leaves virtually nothing that 
the 
Western 
allies 
can 
safely 
negotiate about, that point had 
better be m ade soon and with 
m axim um firm ness. Ending the 
pretense here is the best way to 
make the point. 
“ If the Kremlin does not want 
a w ar.” according to the rule of 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, “we have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by being firm. And if the 
Kremlin wants a w ar. nothing can 
keep the Kremlin from getting 
what it w ants."

Bone is replaced by scar 
tissue—aptly described as a fib­ 
rous ghost—that offers some sup­ 
port Medicines are of no value in 
treatm ent but a new bone can 
be reconstructed through surgery 
to fill the gap.
